bility for the appalling Titanic disaster, if possible, was begun to- 


day by committees of the United States Senate. 


The Commerce 


Committee appointed .a subcommittee of seven, headed by Senator 
William Alden Smith of Michigan, to take testimony. 


Chairman Smith will 
a Senate Sergeant-at-Arms, 


zo at once to New York, accompanied by 
Mis compel attendance of witnesses de- 


sired. Hearings will be begun as soon as Senator Smith reaches 


New York. 


J. Bruce Ismay, managing director of the White Star Line, 
who was among the few fortunate men in the first cabin to be res- 
cued, will be the first person asked to testify. 


Other members of the Senate subcom- 
mittee are Senators Perkins, Bourne, 
Burton, Simms, Newlands and Fietcher. 

Senator Cullom announced today he 
would call a meeting of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee Saturday with a view 
to reporting out the Martine resolution 
requesting the President to open negotia- 
tions for an international agreement in 
regard to the safety of passengers at 
sea. 

Among those who will be summoned 
to appear before the investigating com- 
mittee, besides President J. Bruce Ismay, 
will be the second, third, fourth and 
Afth officers of the Titanic, who are re- 
ported to have been saved, and any 
other officers of the ship who may have 
survived and are on the Carpathia, 

An important feature of the-tavestiga- 
tien will be the message transmitted 
through the Titantic April 14, the day 
of the calamity, from the steamer Amer- 
ka to the Hydrographic Office of the 
United States Navy, giving notice of 
cebergs in the Titanic’s vicinity.

Ismay Asks Returning 
Ship to Be Held for Him, 
but It Sails on Time 


NEW YORK, April 18. 
BRUCE ISMAY, managing 
J director of the White Star 
® Line, who is one of the res- 
cued passengers of the Titanic on 
the Carpathia, desired to return to 
England at once, without touching 
American soil, and sent a wireless 
message asking that the Cedric, 
scheduled to sail at noon today, 
be held in order that he might 
transship to it in the lower bay. 

Soon after the receipt of the mes- 
sage, Vice-President Franklin of 
the White Star Line announced: 

“The Cedric will sail as scheduled 
today.”’ 

The Cedric sailed at noon. 

This will prevent Ismay from 
boarding unless’ the Carpathia 
meets the Cedric and he succeeds 
in making the transfer at sea.

HOLDING UP NEWS 


Officials Suspend Judgment on 
Those Who Treat Requests 
With Scant Courtesy. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—Officials of 
the Navy Department are: suspending 
judgment upon the conduct of officers of 
the Carpathia, who have treated with 
Scant courtesy requests for information 
transmitted through the scout cruisers 
Salem and Chester by Government offi- 
cials, including the President of the 
United States. 

Whether responsibility rests with the 
captain of the Cunarder or President 
Ismay of the White Star Line, who is 
reported as a survivor of the Titanic 
aboard the Carpathia, is a matter of 
conjecture. 

Naval officials indignantly resent the 
insinuation by the Cunard people that 
naval wireless Operators are incapable 
of handling messages with aue celerity.

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MARCONI, WIRELESS 
INVENTOR, CHEERED 


Blushes Furiously at Applause 
for His Part in Saving Titanic 
Passengers. 


NEW YORK, April 18.—Guglielmo 
Marconi, inventor of wireless telegra- 
phy, crossed and recrossed his legs 
fike a bashful schoolboy last night on 
the stage in the Engineering Societies 
Building before he arose to respond to 
a burst of enthusiasm of which any 
man might have been proud. Two thou- 
sand persons were packed in the hall 
at that society meeting when Frank 
Sprague a pioneer in electrical engineer- 
ing, stepped upon the stage. 

“Mr. Marconi,’”” he said, “when to- 
morrow night those eight hundred or 
more survivors of the Titanic disaster 
arrive in New York the entire world 
will look upon you as their savior. You, 
sir, have added appreciably to § the 
average life of the human being.”’ 
In an instant the entire audience 
sprang up cheering and clapping hands. 
Marconi blushed like a child. 

Then it was proposed that the in- 
ventor be made a honorary member of 
the New York Electrica] Society. The 
motion was seconded by scores of per- 
fons through the audience. There was 
more generous applause. 

Of the Titanic tragedy, Marconi said: 
“I know you will all understand when 
I say that I entertain a deep feeling 
of gratitude because of the fact that 
wireless telegraphy has again contribut- 
ed to the saving of hundreds of lives.”

All navigators agree that the condi- 
tion was unusual, that constant north- 
easterly gales had driven ice hundreds 
of miles further south than is usual to 
be expected at this time of the year. 

Tisually the greatest danger from de- 
relict bergs is to be found in May and 
June, and even as late as July, in the 
transatlantic avenue in which the Titan- 
ic was passing. 

Kept Sending Warniugs. 

Sutherland says that while he has no 
positive information he is sure the 
warnings that he and other’ wireless 
operators sent out must have reached 
the Titanic. 

He said: 

“On Sunday, the 14th, I was at my 
instrument until 10 o’clock at night. 
the Mesaba of the Atlantic Transport 
Line was khead of us. The Californian 
was about 50 miles in our rear, and the 
Titanic was following the Californian 
at a distance, I judge, of 75 or 100 
miles. The Mesaba was giving me 
warning messages about the unusual 
ice conditions of the course and warned 
me of the presence of big bergs. I 
passed the information to the Californ- 
ian. I sent this message repeatedly: 

‘“ ‘Running into ice—very thick—and 
big bergs.’ 

“I assume, although I do not know, 
for I did not talk directly to the Ti- 
tanic that the Californian passed to the 
Titanic the messages I had sent and 
which I had myself previously received 
from the Mesaba. 

“I left mv instrument 
o'clock. I was ordered 
Capt. Hains because I 
many hours in an effort to get a ship 
to go to the aid of the Tank Steam- 
ship Deutschland, which I had heard 
was in distress. The Deutschland had 
no wireless, so I could not get into 
direct communication with her, but 
our information was that she was 
pretty far to the south, and Capt. 
Hains was heading in that direction as 
fast as he could go. He wanted me to 
get on the wireless at 4 o’clock next 
morning and do what I could with the 
wireless to discover if possible what 
news was crossing the sea regarding 
the Deutschiand. 

‘But next morning, when we were 50 
miles further south of our course than 
the Parisian had ever before gone, our 
route being between Glasgow and Bos- 
ton, with Halifax as a port of call, and 
we were on our way to Halifax, but 
of course had to dig southward to es- 
cape the ice line, I got a wireless from 
the Asian stating that she had picked 
up the Deutschland and so we came on 
to Halifax, 

“I received a query on the night of 
the disaster from Capt. Haddock of the 
Olympic, the Titanic’s sister ship, trav- 
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April 18. 
some of which 
MI brought. gladness and oth- 
ers which plunged relatives 
of the Titanic’s passengers in deep- 
est sorrow, continue to come from 
the Carpathia by wireless, but a 
vast number have only the published 
list of survivors to guide them. 

Relatives of Mrs. Edgar Myers, 
daughter of the late Andrew Saks, 
received this message: 

‘Leela safe; well cared for. Edgar 
missing.’’ 

Neither she nor her husband, who 
is vice-president of a copper com- 
pany, had been reported in the list 
of those saved. 

Mrs. Harry B. Harris, wife of the 
theatrical manager, sent this mes- 
sage to the Hudson Theater: 

“Am safe. Praying that Harry 
has been picked up by another 
steamer. Arrive Carpathia. RENE.”’

There had been a theory advanced that 
a berg of the size that could send the 
Tftanic to destruction might on a clear 
night throw out of its own humidity 
so great a haze as to enmesh mariners 
in a fog for a mile or more. Sutherland 
was asked ag to this out of his own ex- 
perience. He said it was absurd and 
exclaimed: 

“Why, on a clear night you can see 
a berg away off by its glitter. They 
glisten like an illuminated glass pal- 
ace.” 
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Red Cross to Raise Titanic Fund. 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—After a con- 
ference at the White House today be- 
tween Secretary Nagel of the Commerce 
and Labor Department, C. D. Hilles, 
secretary to President Taft, and Miss 
Mabel Boardman, the active head of the 
American Red Cross, it was announced 
that an appeal to the people of the 
United States probably would be sent 
broadcast today by the Red Cross for 
funds to aid the destitute rescued from 
the Titanic.

SAILED 20 MILES 
AROUND ICEFIELD 


NEW YORK, April 18.—The Dutch 
oil tank steamer La Flandre, which 
came in today from Antwerp, reported 
an interesting encounter with the ice 
fleld on April 11 at 9 o’clock at night 
in latitude 42.02 and longitude 530.07. Dur- 
ing the intermittent fog Capt. Claude 
Says that the La Flandre steamed into 
a large ice fleld which became _ so 
thickly packed that the steamer could 
not penetrate it. 

As far as could be seen from aloft 
the ice extended in all directions. La 
Flandre was compelled to put about 
and steamed for 20 miles to the south- 
ward in order to clear the ice field. 
The temperature of the water on enter- 
ing the ice pack registered 30 degrees 
and after clearing the ice pack it rose 
to 54 degrees. 

If the Titanic sank in water register- 
ing but 30 degrees those who may have 
leaped overboard probably survived but 
& few moments.

Denies Mail Was Rifled. 

W. D. Wheeler, counsel for the 
Postoffice Department at the hear- 
ing, jumped to his feet and pounded 
the table with his fist. 

“The charge that Lewis’ mail was 
rifled in the Postoffice is an igno- 
minioug falsehood,” he cried. “The 
man who makes that charge is a 
liar. I want the plain Anglo-Saxon 
word liar to go into the record.” 

E. C. Madden, counsel for Lewis 
jumped to his feet. 

“If you are through with your spasm 
I want to except to your insulting, in- 
temperate and uncalled-for remarks,” 
he said. “Mr. Lewis is not here. You 
must have referred to me. If your 
statement was applied to me I want to 
brand it as a lie. You keep putting 
stump speeches into the record.” 

“Well if you want to read stump 
speeches in the record just read BF. G. 
Lewis’ testimony,” said Wheeler. 

Secretary Testifies, 

Frank J. Cabot, for several years sec- 
retary of all the L®wis enterprises, testi- 
fied wednesday afternoon that the min- 
utes of all meetings of the various Lewis 
boards were written by Lewis and that 
Cabot signed them without reading 
them. 

Cabot said that he originated the 
Woman's Farm Journal and sold it to 
Lewis in 1901 for $15,000. He got $1000 
cash and Lewis’ notes for the balance. 
The notes were not paid, he said, but 
Cabot was made a stockholder and 
director of every Lewis organization and 
for a time wae secretary of all of them. 
the Lewis Publishing Co., the University 
Heights Realty and Development Co., 
the People’s United States Bank and 
other companies. | 
Cabot was asked by A. D. Wheeler, 
representing the Postoffice Department, 
how the $1,200,000 capital stock of the 
Lewis Publishing Co. was paid up. 

Never Looked at Books. 

“Search me. I never looked at the 
books,"’ he replied. 

In all, for his $14,000 notes and his 
services as secretary of all companies, 
Cabot said he was given 120,000 shares 
of Lewis stock, widely § distributed. 
When he quit, he said he sold this all 
to Lewis for $50,000, but did not get any 
cash. He took six and seven per cent 
notes and debentures. 

‘I do not know what all I did not 
get,” he said. “I wanted a little piece 
of each.

Proof that the 
act was intentional was furnished by 
the perfect condition of the motor when 
it landed. Strangely, it came through 
intact, although the fall splintered 
every other part of the machine. 
Girl Embraces Him. 

Baffled love was the motive. As the 
aeroplanist dashed to the earth a young 
woman rushed across the aerodrome 
field, and, throwing herself beside the 
aviator, gathered him in her embrace, 
crying: 

“Oh, my John, why did you do it? 
I never thought you meant it when you 
said you would kill yourselt.”’ 

Verreht, with practically all his bones 
broken and unconscious, breathed his 
last in her arms. She swooned as he 
died and friends bore her away, whil- 
attendants from the field carried the 
body to shelter. 

Still other incidents confirmed the self- 
destruction. Verreht and the girl had 
srrived together at the aerodrome only 
a few minutes before he made his as- 
cent. They had been disputing over 
something that excited him, He was 
trying to get some promise from her 
and she held out against his persua- 
sion. Finally he was overheard saying 
to her: 

“If you don’t do it, I will kill my- 
sel?.’’ 

Those who caught these words knew 
that the pair were affianced and judged 
that they were having a lovers’ quarrel, 


Shows Her Photograph. 
When Verreht went over to his hangar 


he ostentatiously showed her photo- 
graph to men standing there and spoke 
bitterly to her. Then he mounted his 
machine and flew aloft. Those to whom 
he spoke at the hangar noticed his ex- 
citement, but did not suspect suicide 
intent. 

Persons watching him with giasees 
say that at the top of his flight they 
saw him throw up his hands and let 
the machine go its own way. It came 
down almost in a plumb line. 

Verreht was a Belgian. Although only 
twenty-three he had taken part in near- 
ly all of the recent flying competitions 
of importance in Europe.

The ideal ocean liner of the transatlantic steam- 
ship companies is the palatial floating hotel, sup- 
plied with every comfort and luxury that wealth 
can command, and equipped with sufficient steam 
power to drive the vessel at racing speed. 
The increase of luxuries to tempt the jaded rich 
and of speed to dazzle and invite the strenuous 
and the sensationalist have been supplemented 
with ingenious devices to keep the palace afloat, 
Double bottoms and bulkheads protected the 
shell. Watertight compartments have been mul- 
tiplied to keep the vast weight of steel, luxurious 
furnishings and masses of human flesh afloat. 
The captains of the liners naturally shared the 
ideals of their masters. They were infused with 
their spirit of competition for speed and luxury. 
Under the stress of ambition to have the largest 
luxurious palace driven through the water at the 
greatest possible speed ambitious anq optimis- 
tic captains went to the bridge, They were able, 
skillful, careful, but daring.

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TWO THEORIES. 
Writing from the White House on April 16, 


1912, to Santiago Iglesias, president of the Free 
Federation of Porto Rico, President Taft said: 
“As fast as the habit of self-government is ac- 
quired by the people at large, and no faster, the 
fullest possible measure of local and fiscal self- 
government should be granted.” 

Speaking in the United States Senate on March 
24, 1818, on this same subject of acquired fit- 
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self-government, that education comes only 
through its practice. Then he said of alleged 
unfitness: ‘I dispute the inference. It is the 
doctrine of thrones that man is too ignorant to 
govern himself. * * * Self-government is the 
natural government of man.”

"TAFROPLANES ND 
BALLOONS 10 SEE 
EULIPSE OF SUN 


Aerial Craft ead at Paris When 
Moon’s Shadow Hides 
Light of Day. 


CITY IS IN TWILIGHT 


Scientists Believe Elaborate Pho- 
tographic Outfits Obtained 
Valuable Data. 


PARIS, April 18—Scientists from all 
parts of the world who came here to 
witness the eclipse of the sun could not 
have had better weather for their ob- 
servations. The sky had been cloudless 
all morning and so remained during the 
phenomenon. 

So complete was the shadow that at 
noon, when the eclipse occurred, street 
lamps were lighted and the shops and 
cafes turned on their illumination as 
at night. Great crowds came out on 
the streets to watch the sky through 
smoked glasses. The atmosphere be- 
came greenish dark. 

All the observatories entertained 
scientific guests. Five official parties 
made observations from balloons. Army 
officers ascended for this purpose in 
two military biplanes, each carrying 
two passengers. In addition three bal- 
loons took up official observers to make 
scientific study of conditions while the 
sun was hidden. 

A captive balloon manned by army of- 
ficers carried an elaborate photographic 
outfit. The plates obtained have not yet 
been developed’ but the officers feel con- 
fident that excellent results were ob- 
tained. It had been announced that the 
eclipse would be total at the suburb of 
St. Germain-en-Laye. 

A holiday crowd thronged that place. 

The eclipse began about 10:45. One 
hour afterward the atmosphere became 
shadowed and precisely at noon its ap- 
pearance suggested the approach of a 
heavy thunderstorm. This condition 
lasted for 10 minutes, when the sun 
showed its edge again. In half an hour 
it was once more dazzling bright. The 
cone of the moon’s shadow ran directly 
through Paris. 

Its path lay through northwestern 
Portugal into the Atlantic. All the big 
astronomical societies sent representa- 
tives here for the event.

U. §. HAS RlGHT 
T0 ADMONISH HER 


Declines, in Reply to Warning, 
to Assume Responsibility 
for Orozco’s Acts. 


By Associated Press, 

MEXICO CITY, April 18,—Mexico has 
replied to the warning note of Acting 
Secretary Wilson, declining to assume 
responsibility for Orozco’s acts, denying 
the right of the Washington Govern- 
ment to deliver the admonition contained 
therein, taking exception to the com- 
munication directed to Orozco, through 
Consul Letcher, and deploring the mak- 
ing public of this communication in the 
same note to which the Government 
was required to make answer. 

The reply was made public by Minis- 
ter of Foreign Relations Calero. It de- 
nies the right of the Washington Gov- 
ernment to admonish Mexico, for the 
reason that it is not based on any justi- 
fiable incident. 

It denies responsibility of the consti- 
tutional government for acts committed 
in territory in revolution, while accept- 
ing full responsibility for every loss or 
damage sustained for foreigners legally 
chargeable to the Government. 

A caution has been issued to leaders 
of the Federal forces to insure proper 
treatment of foreigners, who may be 
taken as prisoners of war. It is asserted 
that no basis exists for supposing that 
any other course would be pursued. 

Orozco is held to be answerable for 
his offenses only to the Mexican courts, 
and, therefore, should not have been 
made the recipient of a diplomatic com- 
munication.

GOES TO MAIN’ STREET 


Residences There When She Was 
a Girl—Also Visits the 
West End. 


For the first time in 58 years, Mrs. 
Joanna Schroeder, 6 years old, of 
Cleveland, was in St. Louis, her birth- 
place, Thursday. She made a special 
trip here to see how the city looked 
after half a century. 

After one stroll about the downtown 
section and one car ride to the West 
End, she departed for Cleveland, 
amazed and bewildered by the changes. 
She declared the trip here had been 
more than worth the trouble. 


Came From Chicago. 
“For years and years I have intended 


to return to St. Louis before I died,”’ 
she said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
She came from Chicago, where her son, 
William G, Schroeder, is vice-presi- 
dent of the Continental and Commercia? 
National Bank. 

Mrs. Schroeder is a remarkably well 
preserved woman. Her bearing {s erect 
and her step is firm, almost athletic. 
She was dressed in an unostentatious 
black frock and a gray wollen sweater. 
She asked for no guide but made her 
way about the city alone. 

She went first to Main street which 
was the most important street of the 
city when she lived here. She was 
amazed to find it completely over- 
shadowed as a business street. 

Fourth Street Changed. 

She remembered Fourth street only as 
one of the residence parts of the city 
upon which the business section had be- 
gun to encroach. There were more 
homes on it than anything else the last 
time Mrs. Schroeder visited it, in 1858. 

Her own home, in those days, was al- 
most out in the country, she remarked 
with a smile. It was on Tenth street, 
and there was then a cow pasture where 
today some of the city’s largest busi- 
ness buildings stand. 

As for the new Fourth street, Broad- 
way, Olive, Sixth, Seventh and other 
downtown streets, she said, she expected 
to find them built up as they are, but 
that it was impossible to conceive they 
were on the same land where she played 
as a girl 


oes to West End. 
Her staan car ride was on the Uni- 


versity line. She wished to see the site 
of the World’s Fair. Instead of get- 
ting somebody to accompany her, she 
had a clerk at the Planters Hotel to 
write the name of the car she was to 
take, and the name of the street at 
which she was to leave it. | 

She rode to De Baliviere avenue, 
walked over to the entrance of Forest 
Park, and then went back to her car. 
On her return downtown she said she 
had been delighted with the excursion. 

When Mrs. Schroeder, whose maiden 
name was Joanna Schaeffer, was a 
schoolgirl in St. Louis, she said, public 
schools were an innovation not yet used 
by those who were wealthy enough to 
send their children to private institu- 
tions.
